Document 1 cited in the ISR describes theuse of the compound represented 
by Formula (I) in the invention of this application to treat bladder irritation 
symptoms accompanying prostate gland enlargement. 

Moreover, document 2 describes the use of an a 1 adrenaline receptor blocker 
in the treatment of urinary disorders. 

Considering the strong therapeutic association between bladder irritation 
symptoms and urinary disorders, it would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
combine documents 1 and 2 to obtain a inedicinal composition containing both the 
compound represented by Formula (I) in the invention of this application and an al 
adrenaline receptor blocker.
